The proposal to lend money to farmers at six per cent interest, 
up to a total of ninety million dollars, involves the creation of a 
new interest charge of five million, four hundred thousand dol- 
lars per year. Tiere is no possibility of an increased earning 
power to carry this new interest load. In addition there is the 
existing interest load on overdue mortgages. 


The creation of this new interest load is truly an effort to 
make the producer pay for the depression.

The Dominion government does not have to borrow the money. 
There is ample gold now in Ottawa to secure an issue of ninety 
million dollars in Daminion gold notes to take care of the farmers’ 
loans. The same gold will serve as security for the bonds on 
which the Dominion will borrow at four per cent. Any blind 
man can see that the good business course is to use the gold 
security direct for money and cut out the four per cent interest. 


Then instead of charging interest to the farmers, commence 
now hy admitting that the producers are under no responsibility 
for the depression; and that unless and until by Federal govern- 
ment co-operation the producers are restored to earning power, 
there can be no domestic prosperity or tranquility. 


This will lead to the only possible conclusion; that the only 
thing to be done is to lend money to the producers payable in 
annual instalments with the addition only of administration 
costs—not to exceed one per cent. Any loss on the transactions— 
and should careful investigations be made and ordinary business 
precautions be taken there will be no great loss—will be the 
national contribution to national recovery. 


Whether we like it or not there must be this national contribu- 
tion; and the longer the settlement is delayed, the greater the 
contribution which will be necessary. 


Ottawa is trying to mix up the old theory of interest and 
sinking fund with the new theory that the old order has passed 
away. These theories will not mix any more than oil and water. 
What has passed away is the old complacent philosophy under 
which those holding political power could have the right to put 
producers to work earning money to pay the losses caused by 
political errors and tariff blunders.

propriate the interest held by 
Private parties or companies, pay- 
ing them a fair price, and de- 
velop it in the interests of the 
province. All these resolutions 
have been ignored, 

The interest rate on mortgages 
has not been reduced nor the 
principal. 

We would like to know what 
revenue Alberta received from 
those who now own the Turner 
Valley property. This field, 35 
miles south-west from Calgary, 
includes the richest producing 
wells in Canada. How much of 
this property is now held by the 
province? 

When we consider what Al- 
berta has paid to clothe, feed and 
house her unemployed and keep 
them in idleness, remember. all 
the resources we have all over 
the province where we could 
furnish revenue bearing employ- 
ment at fair wages, converting 
our raw products into the finish- 
ed article. 

Alberta's wool clip for 1933 was 
3,200,000 pounds. Wool has been 
selling as low ag 4 cents a pound, 
present price net to the farmer 
about 8 cents a pound. Alberta's 
wool clip at 15 cents per pound is 
worth $480.000. Converted into 
the finished product it would 
make 27,500 men’s suits, including 
overcoats, socks, mitis, caps. At 
$30 a suit there would be worth 
$885,000; 40.000 women’s suits at 
$30 a suit, $1.200,000; 83.333 pairs 
blankets weighing 8 pounds at 
$4 a pair, $333,332; 250 pounds 
yarn at 60 cents a pound, $150,000; 
at total of $2,683,332 

The expense stands thus: 3,200.- 
000 pounds woo] at 15 cents per 
pound, $480,000; trimmings for 
27,500 men's suits at $6 a suit. 
$165,000; trimmings for 40,000 
women's suits at $6 each, $240,000; 
material for scouring wool, $50,- 
000; plant for one year, $100,000; 
ever head expenses, $25,000; a 
total of $1,060,000. 

This would leave $1,183,000 for 
labor, employ 1,083 persons at 
$1,000 a year, and pay the farmer 


about 100 per cent more than 
they now get for their wool.

There are a number of bleaching 
Joions that can be used on the skin 
to keep it free from discolorations 
Equal parts of lemon juice and gly- 
cerine, for instance, form an excel- 
lent bleach. Equal parts of rose- 
water and peroxide also form an 
effective skin bleach, Either bleach 
should be patted on the skin and 
permitted to dry. And then, always, 
a bit of rich cream should be ap- 
pled, to counteract any drying ef- 
fects of the bleaching. Most bleaches 
you see, because of the nature of 
their ingredients, tend to dry the 
skin and remove the natural oil 
from it. And consequently, it is usu- 
ally advisable to apply a bit of 
cream to the skin after the use of 
a bleach, in order to lubricate it 
properly. 

Recently, however, I've learned 
about a new way of using peroxide 
for bleaching the skin.

Pointing out the manifold beau- 
ties and the tremendous commercial 
advantages of the Cold Lake dis- 
| trict, Joseph M. Dechene, Liberal, |

St. Paul Member in F ight- 
ing Fettle. Defends 
Those Forced By 
Drought Into North 
Area. 


“Wilful and criminal neglect" by 
the provincial government of set- 
tlers moving into the St. Pavl area 
from the dried out areas of the| 
southern part of the province, was’ 
charged in the legislature on Thurs- 
day by Joseph M. Dechene, Liberal, 
St. Paul, in a fighting, rousing, 
Vigorous address in the debate on 
the Speech from the Throne. 

Mr. Dechene, whose address was 
unfinished when the house rose at 6 
Pm, has seldom been in better) 
form and in dealing exhaustively | 
with the transfer of settlers prob-| 
lems, painted a pitiable picture of| 
the plight in which many of these 
éettlers found themselves. 

As a result of the movement of 
settlers from the south, plus a nat- 
ural increase, said Mr. Dechene, 
there had been a gain in popula- 


tion in the area of from 4,000 to 
5,000. 


NOTHING DONE 

“But the government has done 
nothing for them—nothing to help 
open up roads or build homes, This 
large population has been absolute- 
ly and completely neglected and I 
Taise my voice in protest against 
the government's wilful and crim-| 
inal neglect of this great country 
being settled. The government 
should adopt a more humane policy 
for these people from the drought 
areas forced to come to the north 
country, 

“I can cite the example of many} 
ef these people arriving in that 
area. They had no person to meet) 
them and no person to guide them. 
They were left to shift for them-| 
selves. But the government has/ 
seen fit to close down its land of-| 
fice at Bonnyville. There was no| 
place where they could get inform-| 
ation and many people were left in| 
the same position as arrivals in a) 
new country thousands of miles) 
from their homeland. 

NO EXPLANATION 

“I protest against the wilful and 
criminal neglect by the government 
of faarmers who over the years,| 
have paid thousands of dollars of 
taxes and who were driven from} 
their homes of many years by cir- 
cumstances over which they had no 
control, 

“But speeches of the government 
so far have not explained this. Why? 
Because there can be no explana- 
tion of this sort of thing.” 

Mr. Dechene cited a ease of a 
threshing outfit being moved and 
of its being tied up by the railway 
for lack of funds to release it. He 
interested himself in the matter| 
and could get no help from the! 
government for this particular case. 
Yet subsequently, he saw the file! 
of another threshing outfit moved 
where the transportation costs had! 
been paid. 

“I am not blaming the minister 
of lands and mines,” he said. “He| 
has not been and will not be long 
enough in office to bring about any 
needed reform.” 


CONSIDERATION PLEA 


Continuing, Mr. Dechene charged | 
that his observations led him to 
believe employees of the lands and 
mines department thought settlers 
a “nuisance” and “homesteaders had 
no rights,” and that the “depart- 
ment owned the land.” | 

He uttered a fervent plea for hu- 
mane, courteous consideration for 
those people who had to start out 
on life anew through no fault of | 
their own, in the only part of the! 
province where they could get al 
new start 

Again he charged that the lands 
and mines department's policy was| 
to discourage settlers. He stressed

TREE PLANTING 
NEED STRESSED. 


BY H. TRELLE 


Former World Wheat King 
Addresses Seed Fair 
Delegates 


“Fruit can be grown anywhere in 
Alberta, and although I 
that we can ever compete 
with the British Columbia market 
I think that we can do a great deal 
in raising fruit for our own con- 
sumption,” said Herman Trelle,! 
Wembley, former wheat king, dur-| 
ing a brief address at the Friday 
morning session of the Provincial 
Seed Fair and Short Course being 
held on the fifth floor of the Hud- 
son's Bay store. 

Speaking of the advantages of 
tree planting, Mr. Trelle stated that 
only by planting a lot of trees and 
thereby 


farm be reached. 


HOME BUILDING 

“Farming is not money making 
but home building,” said Mr, 
Trelle. “It-should not be a super- 
ambition to make money and move 
elsewhere, and as soon as our boys 
realize this we shall find ourselves 
able to tackle our social problems 
ten or twelve years from now.” 

The propogation of horticultural 
plants was the subject of an ad- 
dress by Dr. J. S. Shoemacher, 
University of Alberta, who out- 
treatment of 
gooseberry, strawberry and rasp- 
berry plants 

The grafting of fruit trees was 
also illustrated by the speaker by 
means of samples upon which clef 
and whip grafting had been made. 

Bridge grafting, said Dr. Shoe- 
macher, was an excellent process 
to follow when damage had been 
caused at the root of the tree by 
mice or rabbits, 


INSECT PESTS 

Speaking on insect pests in Al- 
Professor E, H. Strickland, 
University of Alberta, stated that 
during the recent outbreak of grass- 
hoppers not sufficient attention had 
been paid to reducing the density 
of population of the insects. It was 
absolutely necessary that poison be 
placed on the vacant land as well 
as on the occupied farms. 

Outlining the causes for the out- 
break of insects, the speaker stated 
that there used to be an even battle 
between the insects and their para- 
sites but that with the development 
of farming and its resultant loosen- 
ing of the soil, entirely modifying 


| conditions had arisen making it im- 


possible in some cases for the para- 
sites to hold their own. 

The whole province, said Prof. 
Strickland, should be scouted and 
the locations where the grasshop- 
pers are hatching out should be 
found. Not only should the farmers 
themselves do the work of poiso. ng 
but, in his opinion, said the speaker, 


the farmers should endeavour to en- | 


list the help of the people living 
in vfllages and towns in order to 
make the efforts of extermination 
still more intensive.
